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Sir Oliver Lodge a Believer 
in Life After Death 


F THE six in the picture at least five have a world-wide 
O reputation as leaders of scientific work and thought

tion, deems it to be his mission to reconcile religion and 
science His books, notably “Man and the Universe have

NE would never dream,

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The Detroit Convention 


F you were to estimate the importance 
of the third annual American Road 
Congress, held at Detroit during the 
week of September 29, and then multiply 
it by ten, the likelihood is that you would 
not exaggerate it. A gathering of this 
kind is to the good-roads movement what 
a convention is to a new national polit- 
ical party. It brings together scores of 
leaders, and enables them to exchange 
ideas and learn to understand each other 
better. To borrow a phrase from the 
vocabulary of baseball, it helps them to do 
much better teamwork. Their aims may 
differ widely, but that kind of a meeting 
cannot fail to bring them closer together. 
And the publicity alone that it gives to 
the movement is worth far more than 
the time, labor, and money expended. 
Agitation by national, State, and more 
local organizations working singly is in- 
dispensable, but it is necessary for them 
te come together once a year or oftener 
end discuss the things in which they 
are mutually interested. There are sev- 
eral national boosting organizations with 
somewhat conflicting aims, and personal 
interviews and friendly discussions help 
to promote kindly feelings and lead to 
the compromises which must be reached 
before the best results can be obtained. 


Nearly every good-roads enthusiast 
has an idea or a plan all his own— 
he believes he knows exactly how to 


“pull the country out of the mud”—and 
there is nothing better for him than to 
have his theories criticized before a large 


assemblage by men equally intelligent 
as himself. He goes home from a con- 
vention with modified opinions, but with 
no less ardor. 

A number of large good-roads meet- 
ings have been held in the past few 
years, but probably none of them equaled 
the Detroit convention. This gathering 
was brought about through the combined 
efforts of the American Highway Asso- 
ciation, the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, the Michigan State Good Roads 
Association, and the National Associa- 
tion of Road Machinery and Material 
Manufacturers. The automobile people, 
true to their consistent policy of helping 
the good-roads movement, aided greatly 
in arranging for the convention. 


THE ROADS OF WAYNE COUNTY 
HE Office of Public Roads in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, many of 
the State highways departments, several 
State universities, and practically all the 


promotions societies were represented. 
The officials of the American Road 
Congress were wise in their selection 


of Detroit as the meeting place, because 
there is probably no locality in the 
United States that has finer roads than 
Wayne County, in which the city is 
situated. The delegates had an oppor- 
tunity to see many miles of concrete 
thoroughfares running through farming 
country. Wayne County’s highway sys- 
tem, when complete, will cost about 
three million dollars. 


A Real Road Engineer at Work 


VERY local public servant who rises 
above the dead level of mediocrity 
and helps to set the pace for other 

men in similar positions throughout the 
country is of national importance. That 
is why the story of Singleton H. Kimmel 
and his work as road engineer for Hender- 
son County, Kentucky, is worth telling. 

Mr. Kimmel’s field of activity is what 
a good many people would consider 
small. The real magnitude of his job 
can be appreciated only when some of 
the important facts are told. 

Henderson County is typical of a ma- 
jority of the counties in the United 
States. It is above the average in Ken- 
tucky, which until recently was one of 
the ten or twelve most backward States. 


The county has 620 miles of public 
roads, seventy miles of which are well 
improved. The unimproved highways 
have been shamefully poor ever since 


they were first opened. Until a year ago 
the system of building and maintaining 
the roads—if by stretching the meaning 
of the word it can be called a system 
Was as slipshod as could be imagined. 
The work was done under the super- 
vision of men who, as a rule, meant well 
but knew nothing whatever about road 
making as a In most instances 
the supervisors were personally popular 
farmers with political influence at the 
county seat.

rHE COMMUNITY AWAKES 


HE change from the old system came 
about when the Legislature at its 
last session passed a law providing that 
counties should employ road 
Whose qualifications were to be 
tained by competitive examinations con 
ducted by State highways officials. The 
appointments were to be made by county 
judges and approved by the justices of 
the peace in the fiscal courts.

‘Y the only records he found were the 
check-book stubs showing the sums of 
money paid out by his predecessors. The 
supervisors had used a vest-pocket system 
of bookkeeping. Mr. Kimmel decided to 
have the steel bridges painted, and when 
he asked for a list of them he was told 
that none had been kept. He had to 
search through the county clerk’s reec- 
ords covering a period of twelve or fif- 
teen years. He made handbooks of 
bridge records and descriptions of all the 
roads. Previous to that time the county 
officials did not know where some of the 
and bridges were. Mr. Kimmel 
got a topographical map of the 
county. The map was made by the 
National Government in 1907, but until 
1912 the Henderson County officials did 
not know it existed.

Kimmel found that at the rate of S85 a 
day for a man and team working at an 
ordinary rate of speed the place could 
be filled for $87. 

When he asked for oral bids a veteran 
contractor said he would do the work 
for S350. 

“Tll not ery any such bid,” said Mr 
Kimmel. “That is four times as much 
as the work is worth.” 

“A hundred and fifty,” said another 
contractor. The engineer refused to cry 
any ofthe bids until one of the men said 
he would do the work for $115. Finally the 
contract Was awarded for S60. The con 
tractor did the work aecording to his 
agreement and afterward told Mr. Kimmel 
that in hustling he had got more than 85 
a day with each man and team.
